Sure For'Months 


Washington Is Optimistic 


Over Strike Settlement 
But Sees Long Period of 
Shortage. 


•WASHINGTON. Aug. 1«.—The coal 


situation is not far from solution, ac- 
cording to information received at the 
White House today. 
Administration 
leaders are optimistic over the out- 
look. Government officials were In- 
dignant at the interference with coal 
movement from Kentucky mines by 
rail strikers and will order an Inves- 
tigation. Secretary Hoover, with the 
approval of the President, will ask for 
legislation to enable the proper distri- 
bution of coal >nd to eliminate the 
profiteer. 


In the opinion of Mr Hoover, even 


If the coal strike Is definitelv settled in 
the immediate future and mining re- 
turned on a larg»> seal" in the union 
fields, some regulation of distribution 
and prices will be necessary, for 
months. 
Secretary Hoover declared that leg- 
islation empowering the President to 
exercise control over distribution and 
prices Is necessary to stop profite°ring 
by operators who r»fus» to co-operate 
voluntarily with the government an 
Its efforts to prevent gouging the peo- 
ple.tTnile price control has been suc- 
cessful in some districts, individual 
operators here and ther" have b»en 
unable to resist the temptation to in- 
nate prices- 
Mr. Hoover said the Federal Coal 
Distribution commission 3* functioning 
with voluntary forces and su« an em- 
ergency agency, and cannot be expect- 
ed to direct distribution Indefinitely. 
He te convinced that legaJJy establish- 
ed machinery will be nrjich more ef-

NEW YORK. Aug. 16—'SI think I 
got along pretty well4 considering I'm 
using a. new set of braces, and what 
you might call a new pair of legs, 
too." declared Frederick C. Birge, 39 
years a cripple, as he sat, weak but 
triumphant, in his wheel chair this 
afternoon after taking five tottenng 
steps in the presence of a number of 
physicians and hospital officials at the 
Hospital for Ruptured and Cripple. 
Mr. Birge is 53 years old and his 
home Is in Middlebury, Vt. 


An attack 
of infantile 
paralysis 
when he was 14 years old left him 
with his legs contracted into a sitting 
position, and his life since then has 
been spent in a wheel chair. 
1 State Pays His Expenses. 


As the result of the interest of a 
nurse attending sotne infantile pa- 
ralysis cases near his home, -"Mr' BlrgfS 
was brought to the hospital last De- 
cember and has undergone a number 
of operations by Dr Armitage A\ hit- 
man The State of Vermont has been 
paying the expenses of his treatment 
Today was the anniversary of the <1ay 
he was stricken * 
Dr Whitman superintended the fit- 
ting of the braces, and Dr. Joseph D. 
Flick, superintendent of the hospital 
Dr Virgil P Gibney surgeon-in-chief 
and Dr Charton "Wallace of the re- 
construction clinic, came into the waid 


to see the test. Besides the hospital 
officials there was a contingent of re- 
porters and photographers 
Birge's 
case has aroused wide attention since 
it was announced that a cure was ex- 
pected No record has been found, 
physicians say, of an> cure after aO 
long a period 
Assisted By Nurses. 


Mr. Birge was lifted out of his chair 
and put on crutches, then, with an 
orderly on one side and a nurse on 
the other, he moved one foot slowly 
and uncertainly and with much effort 
two or three inches forward 
Then, 
with another struggle, he moved the 
other foot 
The nurse and the orderly removed 
their hands and for a moment he 
stood alone. 
The next moment he 


swayed and fell backward, as a child 
does after Its first step. They caught 
him before he struck the floor, and 
the second attempt was successful. 
Dr. Flick then announced that the" 
patient had had enough exercise for 
one day and he returned to his wheel 
chair.

Sam Hairston, a well-known tobac- 


co raiser of this vicinity here today 
on business, described to a reporter 
the damage done by a hall storm ten 
days ago on his farm near Walnut 
Covo in Stokes county, N. C , where, 
within twenty mlnufes he watched the 
elements destroy a crop of tobacco 
valued at $30,000 
So complete was 
the ruin. Mr Hairston said, that there 
was no salvage and the entire tract 
has been plow ed up and is being pre- 
pared for wheat. 
The field of tobacco was one of the 
largest 
he had ever 
planted 
out 
There were 325,000 hills of leaf in 
prime condition and even growth cov- 
ering seventy-five acres 
The grow- 


ing tobacco was the wonder of the 
countryside and p'eople had motored 
for miles to ge a glimpse of the enor- 
mous tract. 
On the da> of the storm Mr. Hairs- 


ton was on his farm and actually in 
the big field when the storm cloud 
appeared. He keeps a furnished house 
on the property where he stays on his.
